^At the monthly executive board 
meeting of the North Shore Area 
Council held Jan. 12 in Liberty ville, 
end of .the year reports outlined the 
tremendous gains in Scouting made 
during the past year. "Antioch Scout 
troops are in this council. 

Paul Hakanen, LlbertyvHle, re- 
porting for .the organization and 
extension committee, indicated that 
/the Council 'had a net gain of 800 
boys and 360 adults for a gain in 
excess of 15 per cent. As of Decem- 
ber 31 the Council had a total of 
152 Cub Packs, Troops and Posts, 
compared with 137 a year ago; 3581 
Cub Scouts compared with 3083; 
2786 Boy Scouts in Troops compared 
with 2615; 343 Explorer Scouts com- 
pared with 214, for a total of 8710 
boys compared with" 5012. In adults 
the Council total was 2110 compared 
with 1794 and in total boys and men, 
8820 compared with 7706. 

The Council, serving 34 communi- 
ties in Lake and North Cook Coun- 
ties, has actually registered 71.8 per 
cent of all available boys between 
8 and 10 years of age; 40.5 per cent 
of all boys between 11 and 13 and 
14.4 per cent of all boys between 14 
and 16 years of age, or 47.2 per cent 
of all boys between the ages of8 and 
16 Inclusive. This outstanding rec- 
ord leads the 84 Councils in the 
States of Indiana, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan.

The general substance of It is found in the opening 
paragraph: "The-Amerlcan people's standard of living 
keeps rising. Over the years, in spite of high prices 
and high taxes, the average family has been able to 
afford more -a 1 nd.morc luxuries, better food, more vaca- 
tions, a better house. That trend of the past Is to 
continue in years ahead. ... In 1955, the standard 
of living — measured by 'real* Income— will hit another 
all time high." Tleal" income is predicated upon the 
amount of goods and services one's earnings will buy, 
after taxes. 

There are obvious hazards in any economic fore- 
cast, as many an expert has learned to his sorrow. 
But the story that U.' S. News tells In brief' form'is cer- 
tainly an impressive' one. 

In a single decade, for instance, living standards 
have gone up 25 .per cent. Many people once feared 
that our population would grow faster than our econ- 
omy, which, of course, would have meant a drop In per 
capita income and a resultant decline in living stan- 
dards. But the opposite happened Instead. We have 
a greater number of non-earners than ever, which 
means that the earners must support more people. 
Still, the rise In "real" income has more than offset 
that, and by a substantial and growing margin. 

In 1947, says U. S. News, per capita spending for 
personal consumption (based on constant 1953 dollars) 
was $1,339. In 1950 it was $1,402. Last year it was 
an estmated $1,434. 

The most obvious measurement of living standards 
is found in our material passcssions. And here, des- 
pite wars and inflation and everything else, we have 
been going ahead at a great rate. Where 79 per cent 
of the homes had electricity in 1940, practically all 
have it now. Only 40 per cent of the homes had 
mechanical refrigeration in 1940 — now the figure is 
90 per cent. Seventy per cent of our families today 
have cars, as against 50 per cent in 1940. In the same 
period, the percentage with telephones has almost 
doubled. So it goes, down an almost endless list. 

Home ownership is another big barometer to 
economists. Last year some 59.3 per cent of the fam- 
ilies owned their homes, while only 43.C per cent did 
in 1940. .Milk consumption is also up. and sales of 
poultry products have been running at record volume. 

Fewer new clothes are being bought. But, the 
magazines says, they are of better quality. The chem- 
ically-produced fabrics, such as rayon and nylon, are 
being bought at twice the 1940 rate. 

People are enjoying more recreation and better 



medical care, too. To quote U. S. News once more,, 
"The trend toward improved living standards, In fact, 
appears nearly everywhere, despite the big Increase In 
the non-working population ond the larger size of 
young American families."

For making hard jobs easy there are plenty of 
gadgets and ideas and schemes and I'm for 'em If they 
work. But the Idea behind this thesis today Is "why 
make easy jobs hard." And the best sample of such Is 
what is known as solving "juvenile delinquency." 

A better name for juvenile delinquency is plain 
everyday rowdyism. Also it is not just the juveniles 
that have a monopoly on delinquency — mama and 
papa are in on the game — likewise the social-problem 
solvers of wheh we have a mighty surplus on our pay- 
rolls. A 18 year old boy in California, the paper says, 
put a haymaker on his school teacher. But the boy's 
name didn't get in the paper — his family's name was 
thusly not besmirched. This is the uplift idea. If the 
names had gotten into the paper, the paterfamilias and 
his spouse of this 16 year old rowdy would do some- 
thing about it versus taking it serene, and just looking 
out the window. 

There ore meetings galore for solving juvenile 
"delinquency." All kinds of groups hold 2 and 3 day- ' 
long seminars and soirees, listening to profound theory 
versus gumption, lookin' for an alibi for the rough, 
tough and uncouth juniors. When 10 and 12 year olds 
begin shoplifting and 16 year olds punch the teacher's 
proboscis, and the police are not allowed to lock 'em 
all up — including the papa and mama, and name names 
— we will have delinquency with a big "D." Swarms 
of social, weak-kneed experiments are equal to water 
on a gander's back. End of thesis.

SALE ENDS SATURDAY 
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Driver License Law 
Enforcement Result 
Is 100 Lives Saved 



Secretary of State Chnrles F. Car- 
pentier stated today that the Driver 
License law which his office ad- 
ministers was a definite factor In 
saving the lives of approximately 
100 persons during the past twelve 
months. 

The previous Increasing trend of 
death on Illinois streets ond high- 
ways was stopped and reversed dur- 
ing 1054 for the first time since the 
war years when auto travel was 
severely curtailed by restriction. 

The decrease in deaths from 
automobiles was achieved in prac- 
tically all sections of the state. Sec- 
retary Carpentler said, and was 
made "despite the fact that more 
motor vehicles were in operation 
and were driven more total miles 
than at any time in the history of 
our state. This clearly underlines 
the fact that an important factor of 
the statewide saving of lives was 
the Driver License law." 

Secretary Carpentler compliment- 
ed newspapers and radio stations in 
the state for having actively parti- 
cipated in the campaign to make 
provisions of the strict licensing law 
known to motorists and for having 
publicized suspensions and revoca- 
tions of driving privileges due to 
■convictions for drunken driving or 
other causes. More than 6,000 driv- 
ers have had such action taken 
against them since the new law be- 
came effective. 

Secretary Carpentier also spoke 
highly of the safety work of the 
Chicago Motor Club, the Citizens 
Traffic Safety Board of Chicago, 
the Illinois Agricultural Association 
and other organizations interested in 
highway safety. "However," he 
said, "there is no doubt that their 
work in the cause of highway safety 
was tremendously implemented by 
rigid and strict enforcement of the 
Driver License law penalties. It 
should be sufficiently clear by now 
that any person who speaks out 
againts the new Driver License law 
is actually speaking in favor of in- 
creasing the slaughter on our high- 
ways." 

Secretary Carpentier also pointed 
to the traffic death reduction in Chi- 
cago and credited the Driver Li- 
cense law with a share of the credit 
for the saving of lives in that city. 
"The suspension and revocation of 
driving privileges of Chicago driv- 
ers undoubtedly aided the authori- 
ties of that city in reducing the 
death toll. 
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Business Firms Soon 
Will Receive Census 
Forms for Last Year 



Report forms of the 1954 Census 
of Business are being mailed to Illi- 
nois retail, wholesale and service 
businesses, theatres and other 
amusement places, hotels and tour- 
ist courts, early in January by the 
Bureau of the Census, Department 
of Commerce. The report forms are 
adapted to the various kinds of 
business and smaller firms need 
answer only a minimum of basic 
inquiries. 

Approximately three million bus- 
iness firms throughout the United 
States will receive the 1954 census 
forms. Information collected in the 
census is confidential and will be 
used by the Bureau of the Census 
in compiling new statistics on busi- 
ness activities for the Nation, States 
and smaller areas for the first time 
since the results of the 1948 Cen.- 
sus of Business were published.

Social Security Law 
■ Interests Farmers at 

Record Book Meeting 

The largest 'number of farmers 
ever, to attend a meeting on farm 
records ■ attended the meeting on 
Jan. 6 according to Ray T. Nicholas, 
farm adviser. There was barely 
standing room In the Farm Bureau 
hall, as farmers came to hear Ex- 
tension Agricultural' Economics Spe- 
cialist, Jack Claar, discuss Social Se- 
curity, Income Tax, and Farm Rec- 
ords. 

A poll of the group before the 
meeting started indicated that all 
were Interested In the new 'social 
security law, as It affects self-em- 
ployed farmers for the first time in 
1955. Mr. Claar discussed the new 
Social Security Law as it applies to 
farm families and ' suggested that 
they contact the district social secur- 
ity office for specific information. 
This office is located In the new 
post office building in "Woukegan. 

"Mr. Claar pointed out that the 
new law now brings Federal old- 
age and survivors insurance to most 
farm families. It takes effect Jan. 
1,1955, and makes two main chang- 
es concerning farm people: 

(1) Farm operators — people farm- 
ing for themselves — have not been 
covered by the social security law 
up to now. Beginning Jan. 1, 1955, 
all of them who make as much as 
$400 profit in a year will have old- 
age and survivors insurance pro- 
tection. 

(2) Farm employees — people do- 
ing farm work for others— are al- 



ready covered by the law if they 
work regularly for one form oper- 
ator. The new law brings old-age 
and survivors Insurance protected 
to all farm workers who earn as 
much as $100 cash, pay in a year 
from any one farmer, ' whether - the 
work is regular or not. 

Following the discussion on So- 
cial security, Mr." Claar discussed 
some changes in the Income Tax .law 
as It applies to farmers, ■ 

He stated that where farmers file 
an estimate before Jan. 15, 1955, they 
have until April 15 to make their 
final returns. Where no estimate Is 
filed, returns must be made by 
January 31. . 

Methods of taking depreciation 
were also discussed, ' 

Before the meeting was over, 
everyone had decided that the keep- 
ing of accurate, records was more 
important than ever. Record books 
were obtained from the Farm Ad- 
viser's office at the close of the 
meeting. 

Anyone desiring the Illinois Farm 
Record Book or a circular on Form 
Income tax may obtain it from the 
Farm Adviser's office in Grayslakc.
